known ‘ag pamirs—pamir. being the. term 
applied by the natives of those parts to 
a paitienlar kind of valley. The Tagh- 
Dum-Bash, Pamir ‘runs as low as 10,800 
feet ; but, onthe other hand, at its upper 
extremity the height is over 15,000 feet, and 
the other Pamirs vary from twelve or thirteen 
to fourteen. thousand fect above aea level. 
That is, the’bottoms of these Pamir valleys 
are level with the higher summits of the 
Alps’ During the whole three weeks 
Captain Youncuvssawp, was onthe Tagh-|
